Recently, in a series of articles to his 
paper, Ali Kemal Bey has been making 
an interesting analysis of the causes 
which in his opinion are contributing to 
the gradual downfall of the Turkish em- 
pire.. Amongst other things considered 
in a refreshingly liberal spirit are the 


relations of the Armenians. and Kurds 


in mae or eastern Anxtolia, as he 
des¢ribes it. 

The special article relating to this 
subject has been translated for the 
October issue of “the new periodical 
Ararat, advance copies of which have 
been forwarded to The Christian Science 
Monitor. 
~“Our Armenian’ compatriots,” Ali 
Kemal Bey writes, “inhabit in large 
fumbers, the tract of country composed 
of the vilayets of Erzeroum. Van, Bitlis, 
and portions of Sivas and Kharput. <Ac- 
cording to certain statistics, their num- 
ber is estimated at 1,250,000. This same 
country is also inhabited by 
large numbers of Kurds and Turks. 
These. Kurds,.who live a nomad life in 
Eastern Anatolia, are one of the most 
intelligent and energetic races in. the 
world. History shows that Kurdish 
ulemas have left their mark on Arabic 
qualities, they have introduced into 
Arabic poetry a philosophy which 1s 
peculiarly their own. 

“At the present moment this nomad 
race, living in Eastern Anatolia, are 
very backward, compared with the Ar- 
menians, in matters economic, social 
and political, and hence arises the con- 
tinual source of trouble in those regions. 


“We confess that Kurds are ignorant of 


the methods of production, and attempt 
to get their livelibood, not by agricul- 
ture, trade or the arts, but by fighting. 
Where they would demur in spending 
a farthing toward an agricultural imple. 
ment, they are ready to pay 10, 20, even 
560 Turkish pounds for a rifle. 

“If we were to draw comparisans,” the 
“between the Kurds 
and the Armenians living in the same 
tract of country, we should find that 
our Armenian countrymen are possessed 
of many gifts, of squeezing water out of 
rocks, of laboring night and day in 
order to qualify themselves in trade, 
agriculture and the arts. By being ready 
to bear all kinds of privations they man- 
age to transform sojl into gold. Then, 
let us again picture to ourselves the 
severity of the climate of the hinter- 
land stretching from the Taurus moun- 
tains as far as the Caucasus and the 
Persian frontier and we shall be able to 
understand that these two races, under 
existing conditions, cannot live peace- 
ably side by side. 

“The Armenians .Jabor and cling to 
their plows, putting up with all manner 
of difficulties, and are thus able to pro- 
duce Wealth; whereas the Kurds, especi- 
ally the nomad Kurds, are unable to do 
this, they consume, which means that 
they rob and steal from others. Really, 
the One race produces, the other con- 
eumes. Under such circumstances what 
is the duty incumbent on the govern- 
ment’? Is it not its duty to protect the 
rights of both parties, with due regard to 
law and justice, and thus secure peace 
and tranquillity.” 

Ali Kemal Bey then goes on to say 
that, in his opinion, the only remedy lies 
in inducing the Kurdish tribes to cul- 
tivate the soi] and lead a settled life.

Leader Says Estrangement of 
One Hundred Years Should

WALKDEN, England—Speaking at a 
meeting held the Division 
Liberal Association in Walkden recently, 
Joseph’ Devlin, M. P., the Irish 


people appealed for the sympathies of 
England because home rule was a con- 
stitutional right demanded by two 
thirds of the people of Ireland. 

The enthusiasm of Ireland for home 
rule was not less intense than that of 
the great British colonies, and it had 
been thrice demanded by the electors 
of Great Britain. It was to be hoped 
the English democracy would see 
through Sir Edward Carson’s game. He 
had opposed every measure for better- 
ing the, condition of the toiling masses. 

In the ola age pensian division he was 
the first in the lobby and the last out, 
in opposition to that measure. Irishmen 
had been the comrades and associates 
of Englishmen in all democratic move- 
ments in Parliament, and had combined 
in the endeavor to make the lives of 
the people and industrial classes of Eng- 
land better. 

Proceeding, Mr. Devlin said that 
England and Ireland had been estranged 
for a hundred years, and that condition 
ought to be brought to an end. The two 
peoples were guided by common aspira- 
tions, inspirel by a common love of 
humanity. They had the same deep and 
profound regard for the great human 
principles of freedom, and they should 
be comrades together in all those great 
democratic causes in which they were so 
deeply interested. 

Therefore, he contended, they should 
strive for the ending of those struggles 
and for the obliteration of those passions 
which had divided them so long, and 
they looked to a higher and happier time 
to come.

LONDON—Lord Alverstone, who has 
resigned this position as lord chief justice 
of England, has had a remarkable career, 
and his name has been associated during 
the last 30 years with many decisions not 
only national but international. 

The son of Thomas Webster, Q. C., 4 
distinguished patent lawyer of his day, 
Richard Webster was called to the bar 
in 1868. His success was immediate, 
and, like most great men in any profes- 
sion, he had, in an extraordinary degree, 
the ability to see his opportunity and to 
make the best, use of it. Very early in 
his career he came prominently into no- 
tice owing to his masterly defense in an 
important case tried before Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge, and his work on this 
occasion practically made his reputation. 

He “took silk” in 1878, and in 1885 
Lord Salisbury, in forming his first min- 
istry, was so convinced of the ability of

that he selected him as his attorney- 
general, although he had never been

INDIA OFFICIAL

GERMAN AVIATOR 
ON RECORD FLIGHT 
IN AIR FOR 22 HOURS 


(Special to the Monitor) 
BERLIN, Germany—A record long dis- 
tance flight was recently made on an 
Aviatik military biplane by Viktor Stof- 
fler, a pilot employed by the Aviatik 
In all Stoffler flew a distance 


factory. 


actual time spent in the air was 22 
hours 6 minutes. 

Starting from Johannisthal, the avia- 
tor flew to Posen, from there back to 


Johannisthal, then to Mulhausen, in Al- 
sace, and from there to Darmstadt and 
back twice. Stoffler rested 40 minutes 
at Posen and 40 minutes at Johannisthal. 
On his arrival at Mulhausen h: rested 
for an hour and at Darmstadt he rested 
only a few minutes. 

The machine on which the journey 
was accomplished was driven by a 100- 
horsepower Mercedes motor, and can 
make a non-stop flight of about 12 hours’ 
duration. The two tanks hold 445 liters 
of benzine and the biplane can travel at 
a speed of 67 miles an hour. 

In order to enable the pilot to read 
the charts and for other purposes the 
biplane is fitted with accumulators and 
a six-candlepower lamp. Stoffler left 
Johannisthal shortly after midnight on 
Monday, Oct. 13, and landed at Mul- 
hausen shortly before 1 o'clock on the 
following Wednesday.

The new comptroller will be responsible, 
as head commissioner of paper currency, 
for all work relating to the paper curren- 
cy, including the administration of the 
currency oflices and the management of 
the currency reserve. He will deal also 
with questions of coinage and ‘mint ad- 
ministration, and again, so far as such 
business is conducted in India, with mat- 
ters relating to council bills, exchange 
and the gold standard reserve, with the 
public debt and the annual rupee loan, 
as well as other miscellaneous business, 
such as resource work and certain trans- 
actions in connection with securities 
which now devolve upon the comptroller- 
general. 

The Chambers of Commerce were con- 
sulted in 1912 as to the future location 
of the central paper currency adminis- 
tration, and.it was decided, after con- 
sideration of the opinions received, to 
retain it at Caleutta. Calcutta, there- 
fore, will be the peymanent headquarters 
of the new appointment, but it will be 
an important part of the comptroller’s 
duties to visit other commercial centers 
with a view to keeping himself in touch 
with the movement of trade, and with 
financial opinion generally, and in order 
to relieve him as much as possible from 
the routine duties of his office, and to 
enable him to tour freely, he will be 
provided with a fully qualified assistant. 

He will also be in direct relations 
throughout with the finance department 
of the government of India. The new 
appointment will thus provide a con- 
necting link between the government of 
India and the financial public and so 
will, it is hoped, facilitate a better un- 
derstanding and accommodation of the 
requirements of the government and of 
trade. .

In 
1900 he became master of the rolls and 
was raised to the peerage as Baron Alver- 
stone. In the same year he became lord 
chief justice. 

Lord Alverstone has played a foremosts 
part in several important international; 
arbitrations. Amongst these may be 
mentioned the Behring sea case, in which 
he was associated with Sir Charles Rus- 
sell; the Alaska boundary didpute be- 
tween Canada and-the United States, and 
the Venezuelan arbitration, 

The position of lord chief justice is 
quite unique. Theoretically the lord 
chancellor is the supreme head of the 
judiciary, but as the holder of the 
position changes with the party in 
power, the lord chief justice is the real 
permanent head of this great depart- 
ment of state. The office of lord chief 
justice corresponds, in a measure, to 
that held by the chief justiciar of the 
Anglo-Saxon period. 

At this time the King’s court had no 
settled place of meeting, but moved from 
place to place; when a stationary court 
was at last established at Westminster, 
it was divided into three, the court of 
common pleas, the court of exchequer, 
and the court of King’s bench. The 
first and last of these had the lord chief 
justice at its head. As a result of this 
the position of lord chief justice came 
to be overshadowed by that of the lord 
chancellor. This obtained until the 
passing of the judicature act of 1873, 
when the courts were amalgamated and 
one “lord chief justice of England” was 
appointed.

TEACHERS’ PAY 
GOING TO VOTE 
IN CAMBRIDGE 


Educators, City Officials and 
Labor Interests Aiding School 
Workers in Effort at Polls 


Cambridge generally is taking interest 
in the outcome of the referendum vote on 
the amendment to the city charter in- 


creasing the school appropriation 20 cents 
on every $1000 for the next five years, to 
be applied solely to teachers’ salaries, to 
be voted upon at the polls next Tuesday. 
At the present time $5 on $1000 is al- 
lowed for school purposes. This, it is 
pointed out, does not allow an increase 
in the salaries of teachers. 

In the list of 383 cities of Massachusetts 
Cambridge holds the two hundred and 
twenty-ninth place in payment of its 
teachers. According to the superintend- 
ent of schools, Michael E. Fitzgerald, in 
the last three years 81 of the city’s best 
teachers have been lost from the service 
because the’city could pay them no more. 
He says: “I hope every voter in the city 
will do his duty to the schools by voting 
for the amendment next Tuesday.” 

The mayor of Cambridge, President 
Lawrence of Harvard College, the presi- 
dent of the common council and board of 
aldermen, all local labor unions, the Cen- 
tral Labor Union, the city employees and 
all the candidates for election have come 
out publicly today in favor of the amend- 
ment. 

The Teachers Club of Cambridge, com- 
posed of practically all of the 500 teach- 
ers in the city, have carried on the cam- 


ally and succeeded in getting the amend- 
ment to the city charter passed by the 
Legislature last year with a referendum. 
Miss Mary A. Townsend is president of 
the club, Miss Grace L. Deering vice- 
president, Miss Lillian H. Kenney secre- 
tary and William L. McGregor treasurer. 
It is said that with the final $6 the 
amendment provides, the appropriation 
will be smaller than those in Newton,

PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY PLAYS 

With Fritz Kreisler as soloist. the 
Philharmonic Society of New 
Joseph Stransky, conductor, gave a con- 
cert in Sympheny hall Sunday afternoon, 
presenting Wagner’s overture to “Rienzi,” 
Bruch’s violin concerto in G _ minor, 
Strauss’ tone poem, “Death and Trans- 
figuration” and Tschaikowsky’s fifth 
symphony in E minor. 

Enthusiasm was as lively for orches- 
tral music in the large Sunday house as 
it has been hitherto for music presented 
wholly by a solo artist of great renown. 
There was a hospitable greeting for Mr. 
Stransky when he took his place at 
the conductor’s stand to open the concert 
as for an old musical friend. It proved 
that organization which he directs, 
though it is but an occasional visitor to 
the city, holds a high place in the affec- 
tions of the public. The applause for 
Mr. Kreisler bad the warmth always 
noted in audiences that expect the best 
and that are sure they have got it. 

Mr. Stransky makes a listener under- 
stand and enjoy whatever music he 
interprets. You have to admit that vou 
know the pieces better and that you like 
them better than you ever did before. 
And you do not think much about the 
conductor’s part in the result either. 
Interpretation as standing for the views 
and feelings of the man with the baton 
does not enter into the Philharmonic 
idea. Furthermore music as representing 
a schoo] of instrumentation or as illus- 
trating the program method the 
straight symphonic method of handling 
themes has smal] place in the playing 
of the oldest orchestral society in the 
United States. Art with this organiza- 
tion and its director is on an extra- 
ordinarily solid basis of common sense. 
Not the manner of the interpreter, not 
the color-craft of the composer, not the 
rhetorical mechanism of a Wagner over- 
ture, a Strauss tone poem or a Tschai- 
kowsky symphony, but the particular 
thing the composition says that nothing 
else says and the thing that is perma- 
nently valuable rather than accidentally 
interesting are what Mr. Stransky and 
the Philharmonic men try to present to 
their public. And a great artistic ser- 
vice they do by such straightforward 
purpose. You do not go home declaring 
this to be the most individual and bril- 
liant reading of the “Rienzi” overture 
you ever heard, but you go home under- 
standing the piece better than ever be- 
fore and appreciating it better. Sim- 
ilarly in the Strauss tone poem you are 
not impressed with the power of the 
conductor to enact a drama for you, por- 
traying character and painting scenery; 
rather you are made aware of the logic 
of the composition, of its worth and 
meaning as structure. And if you ever 
wondered what was the value of the 
fifth symphony of Tschaikowsky in 
comparison With the great sixth, you are 
put in possession of the facts so that 
you have your own opinion about it. 
Mr. Kreisler returned to Boston with

GOVERNOR GLYNN PROMISES 
TO SAVE STATE MILLIONS 


ALBANY, N. ¥.—Governor Glynn an- 
nounced on Sunday a policy for economy 
and retrenchment through fiscal reform. 

The first step will be the abolition of 
the annual supply bill, by which it has 
been customary to spend from $4,000,000 
to $7,000,000 in making up deficiencies in 
the appropriations for the various state 
departments. 

As the reason for the supply bill has 
been the fact that state departments 
have exceeded their appropriations from 


time to time it is the idea of Mr. Glynn 
to see that no departments hereafter 
commit this mistake. 

“The state official who makes expendi- 
tures in excess of his appropriation 
Governor Glynn said, “will be dismissed 
from the service. 

“I know that it is no easy task, but 
if every state department head and 
every state employe cooperates with me 
from now on the supply bill ultimately 
will be done away with and the state 
will thereby save millions of dollars.”

HISTORIC POINTS MANY 


ITTSFIELD, Mass. — Avitumnal 
splendors of the Berkshire hills 
have been dwelt upon so often 
that many who hear of the won- 
derful coloring of trees and: shrubs, the 
lakes buried in the forests, the fine roads 
available for automobiling and other 
accessories of the open country are apt 
to pay less attention to the towns and 
eities around which is found much natu- 
ral beauty as delights the sightseer. 

Yet it is a fact that in the Berkshires 
have grown up communities which in 
point of culture, business and comfort 
rival cities with many times the size 
of population of Pittsfield, for instance. 
And the opinion is frequently expressed 
by those who visit the Berkshires that 
a stay in such a town forms part of the 
pleasure that comes from a tour of the 
section. 

Pittsfield has many charms that make 
it worth while to particularize as re- 
gards its progress. The city has a fine 
art museum; exception for a community 
inhabitants.

WASHINGTON—It has become 
that a supreme etlort 
to bring about Gen. Victoriano Huerta’s 
retirement from the provisional] 
dency of Mexico. 

The auccess of any plan for a consti- 
tutional election that may be proposed 
especially in so far as it would con- 
template participation by the Constitu- 
tionalists, depends in the view of the 
United States government on the elim- 
ination of General Huerta. Since he 
promised to turn over the executive 
power after an election, the American 
government is now waiting for some 
declaration on his part. 

Shotld General Huerta retire in favor 
of another, there is a possibility that 
the United States may attempt to com- 
pose the sitmation through his successor. 
But if the elections are declared invalid 
by General Huerta so that he may con- 
tinue in power, the Washington adminis- 
tration, it is pointed out, would look 
upon such a proclamation as an evidence 
of the incapacity of the provisional au- 
thorities to conduct an election, and 
might come forth with definite proposals 
to assist in rehabilitating the govern- 
mental machinery of the country. 

Just now the future policy of the 
United States is being quietly and in- 
formally made known in diplomatic 
circles abroad and there are intimations 
that before many days foreign govern- 
ments generally will have been apprised 
of the American attitude. It is unlikely 
that there will be any publication of the 
Anferican policy until Europe has been 
formally sounded. What the United 
States desires, it is believed, is that the 
powers shall indicate their support of its 
efforts to solve problem so that it 
may approach the Mexico City adminis- 
tration in a final effort to secure the 
elimination of General Iluerta. The con- 
ference at Veracruz between John Lind, 
President Wilson’s personal representa- 
tive, and the Russian, Norwegian and 
German ministers, has not been explained 
here, but it is thought to be a part of 
the program of enlisting the support of 
foreign governments.

Portions of this book which deal with 
Li Hung Chang’s relation to his nation’s 
troubled history during its effort to ad- 
just itself to European and Japanese ag- 
gression disclose the difliculty of his task 
as a“moderate” who had little sympathy 
with radical reformers on the one side 
and the Manchu obscurantists on the 
other. Wu Ting Fang among surviving 
Chinese would seem to stand in a position 
more closely resembling Li Hung Chang’s 
than that of any other man now prom- 
inent in the republic. Li Hung Chang 
Was an evolutionist rather than a re- 


volutionist. As for his ethics in accom- 
plishing his ends, they must be judged, 
as Mr. Foster says in this book, by the 
standards of his race and not by those of 
occidentals. Antagonism to the outsider 
and to Christianity gave way in course 
of time to a clearer knowledge of what 
China might gain from a more tolerant 
and intelligent attitude. 

He was susceptible to the influence ot 
facts, whether they conformed to first 
impressions and inherited prejudices or 
not. Witness his modified attitude toward 
Sir Robert Hart, toward Christian mis- 
sionaries and toward the western know!- 
eige that found entrance into China ina 
variety of ways. He was sensitive also 
to charges affecting his character as a 
man, as his efforts in his diaries and per- 
sonal documents to clear himself from 
the charge of betraying his country to 
Russia and of being a grower of the 
opium, which as a statesman he blamed 
his countrymen for using and Great Brit- 
ain for forcing upon the Chinese markets 
show. Interesting also is his defense of 
his acquisition of much of his wealth

That Li Hung Chang had a :penetrat-

Editorial Questioning if the Articulated Car Is the

UTTING two ordinary street cars to- 
gether with a connecting link in the 


form of a pliable box, through which the | 
passengers enter and leave, is a device | 


that cannot be said to have the appear- 
ance of perfection for tke trolley car that 
time is expected to bring. The articul- 
lated car! It may do for a step in prog- 
ress. It has its obvious advantages, but 
it is no more beautiful in form than in 
name, 


the curbstone, where waits the patient 
passenger, will come a newly minted 
word that will describe but will not vio- 
late the proprieties of fair speech. 


Fashions in trolley cars are only less | 


fickle than in gowns, but with the better 
disposition to move steadily forward. The 
similarity rests in the absurdities of some 
of the styles developed along the waxy 
some of the devices that are amusing 
after they have only a short time been 
out of use. It is only a little way back 
to the double deck car, which for a lit- 
tle afflicted the Boston landscape and 
put the overflow of passengers to the 
necessity of climbing stairs to an upper 
seat.

New York 


Americans may read of the volunteer 
fire fighters of Japan, now being replaced 
by uniformed and trained officers, and 
think with pride of how all great Amer- 
ican’ cities, especially the metropolis, 
have carefully trained and well-paid fire- 
men who have nothing to do but stand 
attention at the least alarm. Yet the 
New York Sun has an account which 
actually shows over 500 volunteer fire- 
men still enrolled for active service in 
New York city. One brigade of these 
actually uses a hand engine; a notice 
posted near the apparatus says, “Get 
the kev at Kaltenmever’s!” 

The volunteer firemen look at the of- 
ficial fire fighter with some sense of 
superiority; and the official fire chief 
of Staten Island is said tactfully to 
preserve an attitude of deference to the 
captain of the volunteer corps. If the 
official arrives first with his men he is 
in charge; if the vplunteers get there 
first their captain is in charge. Then 
the arriving fire chief very politely asks 
nermission to help, and perhaps in the 
end he is accorded full command: but 
the volunteer captain accedes it only as a 
favor. The captain of the volunteers is 
the first man who dropped mallet or 
chisel or pen or hoe or his frst forkful 
of dessert or his razor or hair brush at 
the sight or smell or sound of fire. He 
dives for the center -* the town to strike 
the fire gong. Then he rushes to the 
engine house and orders the other men 
to their posts as they arrive. The rec- 
ord for the volunteer workers is 32 
minutes to get out an engine, seize a 
team of horses somewhere—any may be 
impressed, and afterward paid for—and 
dash to a fire a mile away.

ica, especially the latter. China, it is said, 
though an importing country, still has a balance on the right side 
because of the vast sums sent home by her sons who work abroad. 
Japanese emigrants once could be counted upon for not less than 
15,000,000 yen a year. But the longer the process continues and 
the farther afield the Japanese emigrant goes, the lower his average 
of wages sent back home. 

So it comes about that from foreign tourists’ spendings more 
return is hoped for than in the past. A few years ago it was esti- 
mated that not less than 200,000 Americans traveled abroad each 
vear, spending generously as is their wont. The Japanese now 
argue that with the Panama canal open they may reasonably hope 
‘o increase the already large number of Americans who visit their 
attractive land, a region of the world so fascinating that Mr. Bryce, 
following his recent trip of exploration, is said to have put it ahead 
of Italy in scenic attractions. 

Just how tourists are to be multiplied in number and induced 
io prolong their stay is a problem that now engages some of the 
best thought of the Japanese. That better accommodations in the 
inland inns and more entertainment of guests, once they arrive, are 
necessary, seems to be admitted. It is even intimated that golf links 
must be built for the benefit of the traveler to whom beauties of 
landscape and of architecture count for less than sport. 

The tourist, for whom seeing the world is both a duty and a 
delight, is not governed usually by any undue prejudices or senti- 
ments. The more he has traveled the less he respects chauvinism, 
jingoism or pseudo-patriotism. Hence no friction between gov- 
ernments deters him from his tour once he has planned his itinerary, 


‘bought his tickets and set his wardrobe and his traveler’s kit in 


order. Nevertheless it is true that, were Japanese-American affairs 
to take on distinctly unfavorable aspects the number of Americans 
entering the island realm would scarcely be larger than it has been 
during the long years of amity between the nations.

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Our despatches from Washington, D. C., ogg 
say that the District of Columbia commis- = | 
sioners are now considering a bill which aims Eliminating | 
at the gradual elimination of alleys from the | 
national capital. It is safe to say that a great | 
majority of all the considerable urban com- 
munities of the United States will be 
interested in the provisions of this bill and 
in the operation of the measure if it shall be 
enacted. Washington has been so keenly 
interested in the question that it some time since formed an alley 
committee of citizens, and an executive committee of this body is 
credited with drafting the bill. It is mentioned casually that the 
White House family is favorable to the movement. If so, this only 
emphasizes its representative character. There are few families in 
the country, regardful of appearances and of cleanliness in their 
neighborhoods and communities, who would not be glad to see the 
alleys completely wiped out. 

The Washington bill provides for the elimination of one tenth 
of the alleys in existence yearly. Reports of progress are to be sub- 
mitted to Congress annually. It is estimated that this process will 
bring about the disappearance of alleys within the district in ten 
years. The plan is to convert them into minor streets of not less 
than fifty feet in width. To accomplish this, abutting property 
must be condemned py the commissioners. When the property 
shall be newly subdivided into dwelling lots. it will be sold on time 
payments, when desired, to the highest bidders among the evicted 
present owners. A deficiency growing out of the cost of the 
improvement will doubtless be created, but in the end the community 
and the individual will both profit by the change. 

Some cities are laid out in right angles and some cities have 
deep blocks. This is especially the case in the middle West of the 
United States. Late additions to eastern cities are often laid out 
in like manner. In such cases, the elimination of alleys according 
to the Washington plan would not constitute a serious problem. The 
contrary, however, would be true of cities laid out irregularly and 
in small blocks. Each community, in fact, would have to meet this 
question in its own way. The principal thing is to bring about the 
elimination of the useless and often worse-than-useless alleys. All 
parts of cities should be opened up to public gaze. There should 
be no back ways unillumined by the sun by day and by the electricity 
at night. It has been demonstrated that alleys are costly in many 
ways; that they are unsightly nobody need be told. The whole 
country will watch Washington's moves to rid itself of alleys with 
real interest. :

Flowers, jets, beads, laces 
and ribbons are all that would be left for 
ornamentation unless some new departure should be made, and 
what more natural under the circumstances than that attention 
should turn to fruits and vegetables? Artificial grapes and cherries 
have been used as hat trimming off and on for years, but grapes 
and cherries in trimming have been treated as flowers. The bunch 
of raisins is a new thing. 

But if raisins, why not currants—dried currants—and if cur- 
rants, why not figs and dates? And what would be the object in 
clinging to things more or less somber in color, or to dried or pre- 
served things, or things in boxes, bottles or tins or wickers, when 
the entire fresh fruit and vegetable kingdom is at hand to be drawn 
upon? The extremist might ask, for example, Why trim with a 
bunch of dull-hued raisins when one might just as Well trim with a 
bunch of rosy-cheeked radishes? Or why not use a peach, or an 
orange or even a lemon? 

If one enters the woodlands of the middle tiers of the United 
States at this season, one may find the sumac literally on fire with 
color. Why not trim with that? Or if the subdued only will do, 
why not gather maple, elm or poplar leaves, all crimson, purple, 
lavender and old gold? With all the wealth of beauty in autumnal 
tints that nature generously offers just now, every one of which ts 
full of delightful possibilities in hat trimming, there is really no 
reason for the raisin.

‘The impor- 
tant thing to be considered—and every part of the nation is vitally 
concerned in this—is to what extent the federal government can 
afford in the future to take on the cust of internal waterway improve- 
ments. Governor Glynn and others are right in holding that rela- 
tively unimportant streams have for years been receiving improve- 
ment appropriations out of all proportion to those that have come 
to important waterways, and he and others can readily justify the 
demand that the states, in this and other regards, should receive 
federal aid somewhat commensurate with the contributions they 
make to the national revenues.“ If this proposal might be reduced 
io a system, and if, in place of the pork barrel, there should be an 
equitable annual distribution of funds in aid of deserving waterway 
projects, there would be a great deal less cause for sectional or local 
neglect than there is now, and there would be a great deal more 
cause for national rejoicing over the opening of waterways to 
navigation, transportation and trade.

Nothing is plainer than that the government cannot 
take on the responsibility of caring financially for all the recognized 
legitimate waterway enterprises now contemplated. The best the 
government can do is to aid local and state eftort. This it should 
do carefully, systematically and equitably, but in the meantime 
perhaps the strongest proof that can be offered of the need and 
desire of a locality or a state to obtain a waterway improvement 1s 
to be found in the disposition of the community or the state in ques- 
tion to take the initiative and then support the enterprise to the best 
ef its ability. This applies no more to projects on the Hudson than 
to projects on the Ohio, the Mississtppi, the Missouri or the Colum- 
bia. Waiting for the government to do the many great things that 
should be undertaken regardless of government aid will not bring 
the results desired to any quarter.

their hotels. There was a time, in the hal- 

cyon formative period of these English- Work 
speaking transatlantic nations when nearly 

every man deemed himself competent to ee 
“run” a hotel. The population was a great deal smaller then than 
it is now, but it was more restless. Nearly everybody was “pros- 
pecting.”” People moved West, came back East, went South, trav- 
eled North, looking for a location. This was about the time that 
Charles Dickens, in the character of Martin Chuzzlewit, visited these 
parts. It was the period of the dinner gong. It was in the years 
when the question of home comforts in a hotel was of small con- 
sequence to the average guest. His purpose was simply to get 
tolerable food and a tolerable bed at the minimum of thought, that 
he might devote his. resources and energies to the “making of a 
Stake.” 

The tendency in many quarters now is to forget, or, at least, 
to ignore those times; yet the things that are happening to most 
Americans in the United States and Canada today are very closely 
related to the way in which the “stakes” then were made. Keeping, 
or rather, “running” a hotel in the period referred to was as easy, 
and often as good, as any other way of striving for an independence. 
The guests were not over-particular about anything: democracy 
ruled by day and by night; there were no suites; there were no 
porcelain fixtures; distinction consisted in getting a room on the 
planed side of a board partition, the land was new and all the world 
was before the early riser. 

The old-time hotel man, whether in the comparatively cultured 
ast or the socially unrestricted West could not have had the remot- 
est conception of the development awaiting his calling. As things 
became settled and men had a little more leisure in which to look 
around them, they began to discover that everybody was not com- 
petent, despite the. popular belief, to “run” a hotel. A little later 
it came to be a recognized fact that one should have at least some 
experience in the business before undertaking the complete task of 
“running” a hotel. Still later it was conceded that special training 
would not harm the man who hoped some day to “run” a hotel. 
Then the hotel business began to demand that this special training 
be technical. Then it came td pass that only experts among tech- 
nically trained hotel men need look for the big positions. We have 
now reached the point, it seems, where the welfare of one of the 
greatest of modern industries seems to demand that a body of 
experts shall move from center to center instructing the resident 
experts how to manage hotels. 

This is progress. It may seem that modern hotel management 
is requiring too much, but it is only responding to the demand of 
modern hotel patrons. The cry is far from the ‘30s and the 40s 
to the present in the hotel business; 1t would seem sometimes that 
not decades but centuries intervene between the gong and the push 


button.

THE STRICTEST constitutionalist, the strictest

“No person shall be elected or appointed to Offices 
any Office in this state unless he possesses the |- 

That clause 
prevents an Ohio woman, no matter how indisputable her fitness for 
the performance of civic duties, from holding an office in her state. 
It does not make any difference if for general or special reasons 
she would fill the office better than any man that might be elected 
Or appointed to it, she is ineligible under the organic law. This 
inhibition seems both unreasonable and indefensible. The Toledo 
Blade, after pointing out its injustice in that 1t denies a woman right 
io hold office in a state institution while taxing her tor the support 
of that institution, does not go too far, we think, when it condemns 
the provision in strong terms for directing that “officeholding of 
whatsoever kind in this state is exclusively a man’s privilege,” and 
lor depriving “the state of the services of women where women, 
for the sake of the state’s good name, ought to be in control.” The 
voters of Ohio will have an opportunity at the coming election of 
casting their ballots in favor of a _ reterendum measure making 
women eligible to office in state institutions. We believe this should 
carry, but the work of reformation and reparation should not stop 
there, and it probably will not.
